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THE DECLINE OF THE POPULATION OF 
TRELAND, 


Tat portion of the world’s inhabitants among whom the 
English language is predominant has of late been indulging in 
a general census-taking, In the summer of last year the people 
of the United States summed up the goodly total of thirty-one 
millions and a half—a decennial increase of 35 per cent, It was 
their last corporate feat, No sooner were the numbers announced 
than the great Republic, unable to harmonise so large a family, 
fell asunder. In January of this year the great colony Canada 
reckoned up her two millions and a half—a larger proportional 
increase than that of the United States; and in April the British 
isles—the motherlands of a numerous and scattered progeny— 
numbered those of their children who still remained beneath 
the parental roof. South Britain and her contiguous islands 
were able to parade a population of twenty millions and a 
quarter, or an increase of 12 per cent in ten years, North 
Britain could boast a population of three millions, or an increase 
since 1851 of nearly six per cent, West Britain’s was the sole 
discordant voice in this chorus of progress. The Niobe of nations 
had to confess a loss of more than 12 per cent in the number of 
her children—a confession which,on.a superficial view of the 
ease, was cheering only when viewed a8 an improvement in the 
preceding decade (1841-51), when the loss had been nearly 20 
per cent. ; 

This collapse of the population of Ireland from 8,175,124 in 
1841 to 5,764,543 in 1861 is a phenomenon which arrests the 
attention of thinking men in all parts of the civilised world, 





Its causes have often been discussed before, but the publication 
of the figures of the last Census-reopens the whole controversy, 
The history of the growth ‘and decline of the population of 
Treland is full of startling fluctuations and moving incidents, 
The Irish race have felt in full force the effect of the economical 
changes of the last two centuries, Two centuries ago that 
western isle was a thinly-inhabited country, For the first thiee- 
quarters of the eighteenth century the Irish multiplied steadily 
and healthily, but uot excessively ; but from 1775 to 1835—a 
period of sixty years—there was @n era of marvellous and 
excessive production of the human species : to this succeeded a 
few years when the natural increase was about balanced by 
emigration ; and, lastly, twenty years of depletion as marvellous 
as the former period of imcrease, Whether this last period has 
even yet closed, to be succeeded by one of equilibrium between 
the natural increase and the emigration, we will consider here- 
after, Let us first make good the preceding generalisation. 
The first estimate of the population of Ireland is that of Sir 
William Petty for 1672, Sir William Petty had superintended 
a general survey of Ireland for the purpose of the settlement of 
the conflicting claims to the proprietorship of Irish landed pro- 
perty ; and his authority as a careful and well-informed statistician 
ranks high. Hisestimate was 1,100,000. The growth of the popu- 
lation during the eighteenth century we ascertain approximately 
by the returns of the gollectors of a tax called “ hearth-money.” 
These collectors give us the number of families, and by multi- 
plying the number of families by 5} we cannot be far wrong, 
In 1733 we accordingly find that the population had increased to 





about 2,100,000, In 1775it seems to have increased another million. 
Thus in one hundred and three years the Irish race resident in 
Treland hed nearly trebled, In the cotton-growing States of 
America they express their gratitude to the shrub to which they 
owe their prosperity, and it may be said their very existence, by 
the loyal ejaculation, “ Cotton is King!” In Ireland it was the 
Potato which was King. The Irish race based all their temporal 
hopes upon that admirable esculent, But the potato’s reign 
was not yet over. In the succeeding sixty years it did wonders, 
It raised the population from 3,100,000 to something above 
8,000,000, Considering that Ireland was almost a purely agri- 
cultural country, the number of persons to a square mile of rural 
territory could have been excelled only among the rice-eating 
populations of China and India, But in or about 1835 a tide of 
emigration to Great Britain, the British colonies, and the United 
States set in, which nearly counterbalanced the excess of births 
over deaths, for the Census of 1841 gives only 8,175,124, That 
emigration thenceforward swelled into a torrent, King Potato 
abdicated his throne, and the torrent became a flood, which 
reached its climax about 1852, and has since considerably sub- 
sided, though still far from insignificant, The result is to throw 
back the population to the figure at which it stood about fifty 
years ago. Major Newenham's hearth-money estimate in 1805 
was 5,395,456, The estimate based on the abortive attempt to 
take the Census in 1812 and 1813 was 5,987,836. The figures of 
1861 are between these two estimates—viz., 5,764,548, 

If we seek for the causes of this vast emigration we find 
two—one which Ireland has in common with many other agri- 
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cultural regions, the other peculiar to Ireland. Since the appli- 
cation of steam to land and ocean transportation, and the 
inauguration of the free-trade system, there has been a tendency 
of the agriculturists to flow into the cities on the one hand, or 
to emigrate to new agricultural regions on the other, This 
movement causes the agricultural population of the greater part 
of Central and Western Europe to be stationary or on the 
decline, while the cities rapidly increase in population, It 
makes iteelf felt in England, In Scotland it is so strong that 
in her Jast enumeration twelve of her counties have fallen off 
in population, and four others are about stationary. In New 
England and New York, comparatively undeveloped countries 


though they are, the cities and their suburbs only increase, the | 


rural districts simply maintain their old numbers. Thanks to 
the aforesaid instrumentalities, the prairies of the Western States 
of America—California, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, the 
Cape—offer superior attractions to vast numbers of agriculturists 
native to the Old World or the ancient settlements of the 
New. Ireland is ill prepared to stand the shock of this double 
movement, England and Scotland, New England and New 
York, France and Germany, have numerous manufacturing 


centres whose increase overcomes or neutralises in the Census | 


returns the loss or absence of increase of the rural inhabitants, 
But Ireland has few such foci, and therefore, under all circum- 
stances, we see that a certain falling off in her population since 
1841 was an inevitable result of the economical conditions of 
the civilised world during this period, 

But had this general agency been the only cause at work we 
should have found the civic population of Ireland increase in 


numbers, even though the rural population fell off. But this is | 


not the case. In twenty years Dublin has grown from 238,000 
to 258,000 ; Belfast, from 64,000 to 76,000 ; and Londonderry, from 
15,000 to 20,000, This is trifling for twenty yeare ; but almost 
every other city shows a large decrease, Limerick has fallen 
from 65,000 to 55,000; 
kenny, from 24,000 to 17,000. Most of the smaller towns tell 
the same tale, The only result of the general movement of 
population from county to town has been in Ireland to diminish 
the ratio in which the urban has fallen off as compared with the 
rusal population, 

What, then, is the cause special to Ireland which has im- 
mensely aggravated and intensified the other general cause’ 
The failure of the potato, That root had reared a more multi- 
tudinous population than any that could have been reared in 
Ireland on cereals, The potato rotted ; thousands at the first 
onset perished by famine and pestilence, while the survivors 
wisely looked abroad for fresh fields and pastures new, These two 
causes, operating in the same direction, explain the historic 
emigration from Ireland, and solve the mysteries of the Censuses 
of 1851 and 61, 

Has the drain been even now arrested? The foreign and 
eolonial emigration of 1858-9 and 60 was hardly a fourth of 
what it was in 1851-2-3, while we know that the emigration 
to Britain is smal} compared with what it was fifteen years 
ago. A country where early marviages are fashionable, as in 
Treland, can bear a considerable emigration without diminishing 
in numbers, This is the case with Britain, Our emigration far 
exceeds our immigration. Nevertheless, we multiply apace, 
because the excess of births over deaths neutralises the excess 
of emigration over immigration, and leaves a handsome balance 
to our credit, There is little immigration into Ireland ; but 
marriages are very fecund, and there is not much celibacy. 
The American civil war has cut down Irish emigration to a 
lower figure than that of 1358, which was probably the lowest 
since 1840, On the other hand, the reflux of returned 
emigrants from America has never been so large as it is this 
year, There is reason, therefore, for supposing that Ireland has 
reached her nadir in this respect, and that the Census of 1871 
will report a population not less than that of 1861; and, inas- 
much as Parliament has at length established a registration of 
births, deaths, and marriages in Ireland, the annual reports of 
the Commissioners will enable us to judge from year to year 
whether the tide of humanity flows or ebbs in Erin, 

But, because Ireland boasts fewer inhabitants than of yore, it 
would be a fallacy to infer that the numbers of the Irish race 
are fewer than in 1841, The contrary is true, The multi- 
tadinous Irish emigrants to America and Australia, where 
children are sources of wealth rather than incumbrances, have 
propagated their race quicker than those who stayed at home, 
The emigrants to Britain, as British statistics show, have been 
folly as prolific as the Irish in Ireland. Settling in solid 
phalanxes everywhere, both sexes as a rule, and the male sex 
especially, have sought partners exclusively from their own 
ethnic stock, Where an exceptional disposition has been shown 
to mingle their blood with other European races, it has been 
almost always on the female side, The consequence is that the 
stock is propagated with great purity in many other countrie: 
besides Ireland, so that it may be said without exaggeration 
that persons of purely Irish and half Irish descent are not less 
numerous out of Ireland than in it, The emigration has been 
the means, not of “ exterminating” the Celtic people, but of a 
reproduction far greater than could have taken place had that 
emigration been more restricted. 

If the Irish during the last twenty years have not decreased, 
but greatly increased, in numbers, have they enjoyed less 
prosperity, are they less instructed, have they less political 
power than before the tide of emigration flowed so strongly? 
It is safe to affirm that in all these points emigration has been 
an unqualified blessing both to those who went and those who 
stayed behind. We entirely agree with the Census Commis- 
sioners in the doubt they express “whether voluntary emigra- 
tion will ever prevail among a people wholly destitute, It 
wovld not appear to be the first step in the march of improve- 
ment, It is when man has already begun to move upwards 
that he seeks a more advantageous field than his native 
conptry affords,” Yes; it is a sign of an intelligent spirit of

ambition that inspired the movement has been signally blessed, 
Out of the nettle misery has been plucked the flower of indepen- 
dence, In industrial pursuits the Irish emigrant of both sex.s has 
thriven extraordinarily. No European emigration has surpassed 
them, in this respect, except the German, and that only because 
of the great skill both in agriculture and manufactures which 
the latter possess, and which the Irish lacked. The greatest 
| dry-goods merchant in America is a native of Ireland, The 
women seem to have succeeded even better than the men, Tae 
immense sums tranemitted to their relatives in Ireland by 
the servant women have attested the strong domestic affections 
and the large savings of Irishwomen abroad. In the matter of 
education the young family of the emigrant has been taught at 
free unsectarian schools the elementary branches of knowledge. 
On leaving school his children have enjoyed every facility for the 
acquisition of trades. Political power has been his in a measure 
greater than he has known how to use wisely. What American 
or colonial politician does not either dread, or conciliate, or 
swear by “the Irish vote”? If the German emigrant is slightly 
superior in the industrial career, in politics he is a cipher by the 
side of the Irishman. Australian and Canadian premiers, 
Californian and Jamaican governors, American senators, spring 
directly from the ranks of the Hibernian emigration, Two 
United States’ Presidents (Jackson and Buchanan), and move 
| than one Judge of the Supreme Court, were the sons of Irish 
cottiers. To shed tears over the fate of the population that 
has vanished from Ireland is evidently to throw away one’s 
sympathy on objects who do not need it. 

And what of the Irish at home? While the emigrant has 
thriven has the stay-at-home retrograded? By no means, The 
population whose numbers have been thinned have increased in 
every sort of well-being. The over-peopled Ireland of 1840 was 
aland of misery and filth, gross ignorance, and childish super- 
stition, political discontent, and agrarian outrage, The not 
over-peopled Ireland of 1861 shows a nation better instructed, 
better clothed, and better paid. The number of the proletaire 
class has diminished, that of persons of accumulated wealth 
and of the learned professions increased. Mud cabins by the 
thousand have disappeared, and comfortable houses of stone and 
plaster have taken their place. In short, quantity has made way for 
quality, Although the Irish have not abandoned their aspirations for 
political independence of England—aspirations which are rather 
dormant than extinct—order reigns in Ireland, and the terrible 
Vehmgericht no longer holds its accursed secret sessions, 
Assassination is now a crime of rare occurrence where once it 
was regarded as an ordinary event, and with Assassination have 
disappeared the minor forms of agrarian outrage, Judges con- 
gratulate grand juries on the absence of crime, and grand juries 
smite themselves on the breast and thank Heaven the counties 
of Ireland are not, as other counties elsewhere, The schools are 
full, the workhouses are empty. Who desires to return to the past 
and to restore the Ireland of twenty yearsago!? Even if the 
population should experience a still further decline, it will only 
be because the labourer, who earns a shilling a day now where a 
few years ago he only earned sixpence, sees a chance of making 
a dollar a day abroad, or because he hies to join relatives 
already in foreign parts, He not only withdraws one 
competitor from the home labour market, but frequently con- 
tributes by direct remittances to the relief of his aged parents 
or younger brothers and sisters, This latter trait is still more 
characteristic of the female emigrant. 

There is, therefore, no reason why we should wince at the 
figures of the two last Irish Census returns—no reason why we 
should avoid the subject as an unpleasant one for philanthropists 
to contemplate, With the exception of the one calamitousepoch 
of famine and pestilence, al] else tells of fruitful enterprise and 
moral and intellectual advancement at home and abroad,

RAILWAY COMPENSATION. 
In a preceding paper we have endeavoured to show that a great 
and pressing duty has now to be fulfilled by the railway com- 
panies if they would reassure the public mind, place their pro- 
perty in a healthy condition. and prevent—by making unne- 
cessa: y— Government control in the actual administration of their 
affairs. For ourselves, we may say frankly we do not want to 
see their business taken out of their own hands. We are not at 
all desirous that they should point the moral and adorn the tale 
of some new philosophical or Parliamentary essay intended to 
show that allsuch giant organisations must fail under commercial 
management. Let them only vigorously legislate for themselves 
in the interest of the public safety, and the result must be 
better than if legislation were forced upon them. Who knows, 
or can know, so well as they the nature and relations of the 
multitudinous details that have been gradually evoked and 
drawn together into a wonderfully complex, and in many respects 
strikingly beautiful, system? Who else can be so deeply 
interested or so well fitted altogether to improve, guide, and 
govern it? 

Let no one say the necessary remedial processes will be too 
expensive. The truth is just the contrary. When we learn 
from a Parliamentary paper just issued that no less than one 
and a quarter per cent of the entire amount available for 
dividends during the last year was taken away to pay for acci- 
dents, we can no longer resist the conclusion that what the 
companies cannot afford is to be quiet and let things alone, 
They must destroy accidents, or accidents will go far to destroy 
them. 

But is the duty thus imposed on the companies the only one 
that demands consideration? Is there nothing due from that 
public which just now requires so much? Certainly the com- 
panies are of a very different opinion, It may sound strange, 
but K is quite true, that they are at this moment meditating 
having recourse to a measure similar to that with which they 
are threatened—an appeal to Parliament, and in connection 
with the very subject that is agitating the public mind—this of 
railway accidents. Go to any of their half-yearly meetings 
and you are almost sure to hear earnest, sometimes bitter, 
complaint of the injustice with which they conceive they are 
treated. Is there any force in that complaint? Let us see. 
Before 1846 the only law applicable to railway accidents 
was that under which carriers (whether by land or water) 
generally had conducted their business, If a person 
was simply injured, while travelling, through any neglect 
or wrongdoing, he could obtain damages, But if he were 
killed outright, there was no redress for his family. This 
cruel absurdity was remedied by Lord Campbell's Act, which 
enables the relatives of persons killed by wrongful or negligent 
conduct to recover damages through the instrumentality of a 
jury. »Now the companies say that at present they are, in effect, 
made not only to assure the lives of passengers without any 
payment of assurance money, but do it under conditions that no 
assurance office would for a moment listen to, even if paid, 

They say, also, that a disposition not unfrequently shows 
itself among juries to treat a company rather in accordance with 
its supposed wealth than with regard to the justness of the claim, 

They say, further, that such a state of things tempts persons 
who may have a claim upon them to urge it to the most 
unreasonable extent; and one gentleman officially connected 
with railways enumerates cases in proof. Such as where 
£500. was claimed and £100 finally paid, £800 claimed 
and. £80 paid; £1500 claimed and £325 paid, £1200 
claimed and £250 paid, £6000 claimed and £1000 paid, 
£3000 claimed and £250 paid, £1000 claimed and £50 paid, 
£500 claimed and £30 paid, and £7000 claimed (by a lady, for 
a slight hurt to the knee) and £625 paid, Now, it may very 
well be that some or most of these claims were not actually so 
unjust as they look ; but such cases show clearly enough how 
little of rule exists to guide either party as to the proper sum to 
be demanded or consented to. 

But it is the inequality shown in the varying sums allotted 
by juries to rich and poor, and shown, as regards the former, 
without anf fixed rule of limitation, that is felt as the chief 
grievance, Why, asks one director, should a man who pays 2d. 
a mile for his journey claim £20,000 for an injury, while the 
man who pays 1d. asks only £200 under similar circumstances. 
“For my part,” says another, “I cannot see why a poor man 
who paid his 144. should have a less sum allotted than the rich 
man who paid Ais 144.” How the actual system works may be 
illustrated by two or three examples, On the Great Northern 
Railway a gentleman is killed who leaves behind him large 
propeity, Not having made a will, the whole goes to 
the eldest child, a minor, The widow aad younger childreo 


are left destitute. They demand compensation, and obtain no less 
than £15,000 from the company. [t is, therefore, far from 
improbable that the family, on a whole, is just this £13,000 
richer than they would have been had the head of it died in a 
more natural way. Contrast with this the case of a professional 
gentleman, of the highest standing, who was killed on the South- 
Western, He had been in the receipt of a very large income, 
the whole of which died with him, Of course, here was, or 
might have been, a case for unusually heavy damages, Not a 
bit of it. His only relatives were two sisters, both married, and 
in independent circumstances, and not at all in a position to 
show (had they been so inclined) that they were directly injured 
by the death. So that whether compensation be looked at as an 
assurance, for which no preminm has been paid, or as a penalty 
for misdeed, which may not be exacted in the worst cases, or 
may fall capriciously heavy in others, the result looks, it must be 
confessed, equally unsatisfactory. 

But if cases of this nature were all that could be addaced we 
should be inclined to say the matter must remain as at present— 
solely with juries, They desire to bejust, at allevents, andif the 
companies will remove all disturbing elements such as accidents 
clearly blameable in their origin, we believe they will not be 
harshly or inconsiderately used. There was a jury case not long 
since that revealed the right spirit, A gentleman who was 
severely shaken by an accident claimed £5000 from the company, 
which offered him £2000. He refused, and went to a jury, which 
gave him £1000, out of which he had to pay his expenses, Bus, 
though we do not doubt the wish or the power of juries to act 
justly, we do doulst if they have as yet received sufficient help 
from legislation to show them what és just in certain cases, For 
instance, towards the close of 1859 an accident happened to the 
mail train for Scotland on the Great Northern line. This isa 
particularly good train in all respects, very cheap, very conveni- 
ently timed, and very fast, For 30s, one is taken up in London 
at nine at night and set down in Edinburgh to an early break- 
fast next morning. The passengers are of a class to add to the 
general pleasantness of the train, It includes not poor people 


only, but well-to-do professional men, such as lawyers and | 


doctors, with a considerable sprink! ing of men of business, who 
earn, it appears, their £2000 a year. The accident referred to 
occurred at Hitchin, through a misadventure of the siga alman. 
The Great Northern, to its honour be it said, gives to each of 
its signalmen a gratuity of £2 10s, half-yearly if he has 
made no mistake, and if his conduct has been in other respects 
exemplary, The Hitchin signalman had received the gratuity 
for six successive half-years’ care of the signal where he was 
now to make his first mistake, The Midland train was 
approaching, and he signalled to it, rightly, to come in; bat 
seeing immediately after that the Great Northern was ready to 
go out, he again signalled so as to direct the Midland to stay, 
and to tell the other train to pass on. He was too late. The 
Midland could not stop in time to prevent a collision ; the two 
trains met at a speed of about ten miles an hour, and many 
persona, chiefly those of the third class, were injured, though, 
happily, none killed. Now, on what principle could thecompany 
be called on to compensate all these wealthy men who had paid 
third class fare—and that fare unusually low—just as though 
they had paid first? We can see absolutely none, But the 
company preferred to suffer privately—if suffer they must— 
and so consented to pay sums varying from £200 to £3000 to 
persons who were for the most part equally injured, and who 
had paid equal fares, Here, then, we think, is a wrong that 
demands legislative remedy. People can have no possible right to 
be treated as first class when they come for compensation who 
treated themselves as third class or second class when they paid 
their fare, And if, as would probably be the case, many pas- 
sengers changed their style of travelling to adapt themselves to 
such a change of law, the companies could no longer complain if 
they received no premium : that change would be a sufficient 
premium. If, on the other hand, wealthy persons retained their 
former habit, juries, when they were appealed to, would see the 
propriety of the law that compelled them to discriminate 
as to the quality of claims, by using people’s own estimate 
of themselves, as shown by the chosen class, Not that we 
would advocate one rigid unyielding law, even for each class ; 
but that we think there should be a limit imposed for each, 
This principle exists, we believe, in the United States, It is 
said that the sum of 1250 dollars is the highest that can there 
be demanded for a railway accident. But even this measure of 
relief will, we feel sure, depend upon the previous action of the 
companies, It would be to the last degree unwise to face 
Parliament under the existing condition of things. To all 
appeals for a modification of the law the answer would be, 
“ That law is the only existing safeguard for the public, Against 
the terror which your accidents excite you must be content to 
bear the opposing terror of a rough, indiscriminating, but 
effective law. To disarm both, you must take the initiative. 
When you have done so, come to us again, by all means.” 








From cach succeeding week's news we gather that the struggle 
in the States is assuming more and more steadily the aspect of 
a real war, to be carried on aceording to the known rules, and 
in all respects after the fashion, of the Old- World contests. The 
singular mélange of vainglorious boastings and lamentable 
shortcomings, of military tailoring, scandalous jobs, female in- 
fluence, and incompetent officering, is gradually dying out before 
the stern exigencies of the occasion, The first well-organised 
expedition under this new régime has proved entirely successfal ; 
and, though the overwhelming amount of force employed may 
detract a little from the honour and glory of the encounter, yet 
the importance of the position may fully compensate for any 
deficiency on that head, The Northeners have established them- 
selves in command of the extensive system of gulfs and creeks 
which lie immediately behind the easternmost point of the 
Southern States, and which have hitherto supplied at once pro- 





tection and a vast natural harbour for privateers, and they have 


thus at once struck a heavy blow at this questionable syatem of 
sea robbery and at the same time secured an important outpost 
in the enemy's country. In all probability a similarly well- 
planned expedition is at this moment sweeping down the 
Mississippi, and which, if successful, will have the effect, in 
conjunction with the blockade and the attitude of the Federal 
troops along the Northern border, of surrounding and isolating 
the whole eastern portion of the Seceding States. We suppose, 
by-the-way, no sane man in this country ever believed that in 
the present aspect of Italian affairs Garibaldi would for a 
moment dream of putting the Atlantic between himself and the 
Mediterranean at present, His refusal is now formally 
announced, The Southerners appear to have made a decided 
move in the direction of English interference: the quasi pro- 
clamation of an intention to store the whole cotton crop and issue 
State Bonds against it can have no other meaning than toinyite, 
or rather compel, us in behalf of Manchester, to break the 
blockade. The step is only another proof of how little our 
Transatlantic cousins understand our temper, We shall do 
nothing of the sort; we can buy and grow cotton elsewhere, 
though we admit that at present there is a doubt as to quality. 
But we are not going to war for Manchester, much as we desire 
to see it prosperous ; and this naturally brings up a regret at the 
somewhat gloomy aspect of commercial affairs ia Lancashire 
and.elsewhere. We are getting on through autumn; winter— 
perhaps as bitter a season as the last—will soon be upon us; and 
already mills are beginning to work short time, the stock of 
cotton is admitted to be getting low, and ominous meetings are 
taking place among the hands. That suicidal manceuvre—the 
strike—appears also to be spreading from the metropolis 
countrywards, It will be well for thoughtful men to lay these 
things to heart and endeavour to be prepared, 

It will be matter of universal regret that the magnificent 
naval fabric on which we so much prided ourselves, and which 
had hitherto succeeded in securing an amazing amount of con- 
fidence as an Atlantic seaship, has proved herself unequal to 
grapple with one of the genuine furious storms of that pro- 
verbially vexed ocean. Both her paddlewheels and her 
rudderhead wrenched off by the tremendous force of the 
waves, the Great Eastern lay for two days and three nights s 
mere log in the trough of the ocean, the tendency to roll which 
was originally observed in ker being of course exaggerated to a 
most painful and dangerous degree, and fractured limbs and 
bruises in plenty were the inevitable result. We suspect the 
inquiry will elicit that the construction and fitting of temporary 
steering-gear, under such circumstances, was an act of little 
less than heroism, The moment steerage power could be applied 
the screw accomplished the rest with ease, though of course 
slowly. We fear confidence will be much suaken, if not entirely 
destroyed, in this noble vessel, People will not stay to reflect 
that, had no accident happened to the rudder, the destruction of 
the wheels need not necessarily have stopped, though it would 
have prolonged, the voyage.

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MUSIC, 


The Hereford Musical Festival, otherwise called “The Meeting 
of the Three Choirs of Worcester, Gloucester, and Hereford,” was held 
last week. This is the smallest of the three provincial.meetings which 
are of long standing and established on a yes footing ; e others 
being the festivals of Birmingham Norwich, The * Meeting of 
the Three Choirs” is the most ancient of the three, having existed for 
a century and a half ; but it is on a much smaller scale than the others, 
and less remarkable in a musical point of view, for no exertion appears 
ever to have been made to im to it variety and interest by the pro- 
duction of new works. Its bills of fare have always consisted of the 
standing dishes of the day—plain, wholesome viands, calculated to 
satisfy the appetite of the many, but not to stimulate the sated palate 
of the musical epicure. Hence it is that these meetings, good and 
pleasant as they do nothing towards the advancement of art, and 
afford little and no food for the comments of the critic. They are 
carried on successfully, nevertheless ; and their success is deserved in 
consideration of their object, which is of very great importance 
and interest, This object is to maintain a fund for the relief 
of the widows and orphans of the poorer clergy in the dioceses of 
Worcester, Gloucester, and Hereford ; a district 1 mn the —_ 
the parochial clergy are, generally speaking, smaller than in any other 
past of England. * the above three dioceses there are one hundred 
and forty-seven benefices of less than a hundred pounds a year; and 
there are now ten widows and seventeen orphans who are applicants for 
relief from the fund raised by these festivals. How this should be, not 
in a poor atid remote corner of th island, but in a rich and populous 
district in the heart of the kingdom, we cannot pretend to say; but 
every one, however attached to our venerable ecclesiastical establish- 
ment, must feel that such a state of things ought not to be, and calls 
for sinendment. In the meantime these music meetings do something 
in mitigating, at least, this crying evil; and they are, therefore, en- 
covraged and supported by the principal inhabitants, both lay and 
clerical, of the district in which they are held. 

Respecting this meeting at Hereford there is, as usual, little to say 
in a musical point of view. The morning performances at the cathe- 
dral consisted of the following pieces : — Mendelssohn’s “ Elijah,” 
Spohr’s “ Last Judgment,” Handel’s “ Samson,” Mendelssohn's “ Hymn 
of Praise,” Mozart's “ Requiem,” the first part of Haydn's “ Seasons,” 
and “The Messiah.” The evening concerts were made up of the usual 
materials, The only thing, during the whole festival, that made some 
approach to novelty was Benedict’s very beautiful cantata, “ Undine ;” 
though this, since its first production last year at the Norwich Festival, 
had been twice or thrice performed in London, The principal singers 
were Malle, Titiens, Misses Louisa and Susan Pyne, Mdme, Dolby, Mrs, 
Weiss, Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. Montem Smith, Mr. Weiss, and Mr. Winn, 
‘The band and chorus were small in comparison with those of Bir- 
mingham and Norwich, but were select and efficient ; and the whole 
performances were well conducted _— Townshend Smith. The 
pecuniary results were satisfactory. e collections for the charity at 
the doors of the cathedral, it is stated, have been larger than at any

OZONE AND ANTOZONE.—Professor Schinbein, the discoverer 
of these forms of oxygen, the chief constituent of our atmosphere, has published 
a note on their specific differences.

THE VEHME-GERICHTE, OR SECRET TRIBUNALS OF WESTPHALIA. 
(Concluded from page 252.) 
HAvina prepared the way, in some measure, by the foregoing Sketch 
of the “ Free Field Court of Corbey,” we shall , my a brief 
account of the origin, constitution, and course of procedure of the far 
more important and more celebrated institutions, the Vehme-gerichte 
of Westphalia. Partly from the absence and paatly from the ambi 
of records, the hi of these powerful tribunals is unfortunatel 
involved in great obscurity and perplexity.* The earliest document'w 
contains an ecg and undoubted reference to the Vehme-gerichte is 
en iustrument by which Engelbert, Count of the Mark, liberates one 
Gervin, of Kinkenrode, from the feudal obligations of his inheritance 
of Broke, and it is declared to have been executed at Berle, the court 
being presided over by Bernhard, of Henedorp, and the Vehmenotes— 
that is the initiated in the secrets of the Westphalian tribunals—being 
present.

ORIGIN OF THE VEHME-GERICHTR. 

The introduction of these tribunals into Westphalia took place, it is 
supposed, early in the century to which the document just alluded to 
belonged, but their institution must be looked for at a far earlier period. 
By some authorities it is carried back to the time of 
Others ascribe their origin to the latter half of the eleventh century, 
garding them as an invention of the Westphalian clergy to forward 
the object of the Popes in their attempt to exercise dominion over all 
tem, Princes. Others, again, attribute the institution to St. Engelbert, 
Archbishop of Cologne, who modelled these courts, so say the advo- 
cates of this theory, upon the system of the Inquisition then recently 
established. Among the authorities who refer the in of the 
Vehme-gerichte to Charlemagne are Henry of Hervorden, a i 
who wrote against them in the reign of the Emperor Charles IV., 
ebout the middle of the fourteenth century, and Aineas Sylvius (after- 
wards Pope Pins I1.), who lived a century later.

silver, nor for precious stones. When this oath been imposed 
upou him, and he had gone through all the formalities required by the 
occasion, the aspirant was intrusted with the secrets of the dread 
tribunal.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, 


EARL FORTESCUE. 


The Right Hon, Sir Hugh Fortescue, K.G., LL.D., F.R.S., Rar) Forteccue, 

Viscount Ebringtcn, of the 
county of Glasgow, and 
Baron Fortescue, of Castle 
Hill, in the county of 
Devon, Lord Lieutenant 
and Custos Kotulornm of 
Devonshire, High Steward 
of Barnstaple and fouth 
Molton, Vice-Admiral of 
the Coast of Devon, was 
the eldest son of Hugh, 
first Earl Fortescre, by 
his wife, Hester, third 
daughter of the Right 
Hon. George Grenville, 
and sister of George, first 
Marquis of Buckingham. 
He was born Feb. 13, 
1783, and, when eix years 
of age, became (by his 
father’s elevation to an 
earldom and viscountcy) 
Viscount Ebrington. He 
was ed College, Oxford, where he graduate! B A. in 
1803, and M.A. in 1810. Heentered Parliament as member for Barnstaple 
in 1804, and subsequently represented Tavisteck and North Devon. His Lord- 
ship was a Whig, and was a zealous supporter of his party.
